The Capital Question. 


A Washington special telegram announces 


that it is not improbable that congress will take 
the Dakota capital question in hand, and de- 
termine for the people of the territory the wis- 
dom of the removal of the seat of government 
from Yankcon to Bismarck. 
The question is 


now in the courts, where, with the appeals that 
are certain to be taken, it may require years to 
determine the legality of the action of the cap- 
ital commission. It is certainly for the best in- 
terests of the people of the territory that the 
question be irrevocably determined as speedily 
as possible. There can be no higher authority 
or no more unprejudiced tribunal than the 
congress of the United States. 
Such a refer- 


ence would certainly seem to be peculiarly ap- 
propriate, and the verdict would be accepted as 
final. If a bill were introduced, as proposed, it 
would naturally be referred to the committee on 
territories, or a special investigating committee 
could be appointed to give the subject the most 
thorough attention. 
Bismarck courts a fair, 


unprejudiced, and exhaustive review of the entire 
situation, both as to the original legislatve en 
actment and the subsequent proceedings of the 
commission. 


Burleigh county is prond of her magnificent 


donation to the taxpayers <>f the territory, and 
on Capitol Hill has erected a monument in 
brick, and stone and iron, that is a visible and 
undisputed argument which demonstrates the 
wisdom and economy of the action of the peo- 
ples representatives. An investigation commit- 
tee in searching the records, would ascertain that 
Yankton, in the extreme southeast corner of the 
territory, for twenty-one years allowed the leg- 
islature to assemble in rented and inappropri- 
ate buildings, while a ring of politicians fattened 
upon the funds that should have been invested 
in permanent structures. On the other hand it 
will be a matter of record that in one hundred 
days after the peoples representatives selected 
Biamarck as the future capital of the territory, 
within, forty miles of the geographical center of 
the future state, the people ot Bnrleigh county 
donated to the territory 320 acres of land and a 
capitol building which has already cost $200,000 
and to which generous donation $100,000 more 
will be added. Bnt Bismarck has no need to 
argue her case. Her population, location, natural 
advantages and capitol building, are legitimate 
subjects for an impartial congressional investi- 
gation. Not from any selfish motive, bnt for 
the best interest of the people of Dakota, Bis- 
marck is willing that congress shall quickly and 
finally decide the capital question. 


Chinook WinHS. 


The chinook winds, which often bring to Da- 


kotaus June weather in January, are looked 
upon as marvelous by eastern visitors, and few 
understand the real cause and effect of the 
same. The Fargo Republican publishes an ex- 
cellent explanation of the chinook, as follows: 


"Flowing np froria the Philippine islands and 


hugging the east coast of Asia is a great, broad 
stream of warm water which is known as the 
Japan current. This stream is nothing more 
nor less than a river in the ocean. A small por- 
tion of it leaves- the main stream and running 
through Behring strait enters the Arctic ocean. 
The greater bodj, however, flows on eastward, 
and striking the Pacific coast off Pnget sound 
turns southward, and running down the coast of 
Oregon and California to the twentieth parallel 
of north latitude it tarns to th<» westward, bear- 
ing to the right nntil it again strikes the Philip- 
pine islands, from whence it continues its 
never-ceasing, never-ending rounds, 
bearing 


upon its broad, warm bosom the fragrance of 
the tropics, and imparting to the climate of the 
Pacific slope a most delightful warmth and 
bealthfnlnesB. 


Thin great warm current brings with it the 


soft zephyrs of the tropics, which,Jgathering 
force as they approach onr shores, become the 
warm trade wind of the north Pacific and the 
'Chinook' of Oregon, Washington territory and 
Montana, a warm, dry wind which melts and 
laps np snow like a whirlwind of hot air. Under 
the most favorable circumstances this wind gen- 
erally loses its warmth and spends its force by 
the time it Teaches the eastern boundary of the 
territory. During a portion of the year it bears 


to our western neighbors olonds laden with the 
vapor of the ocean, which are deposited npon 
them with an unsparing band. Bnt by the time 
those clouds reach us they have been tapped vand 
exhausted by the mountain ranges to the west- 
ward, and the 'Chinook1 being relieved of their 
weight and accompanied only by the ligh b, fleecy 
or cirrus olonds, enters npon its mission of bear- 
ing frost and snow from the face of onr favored 
land. When all the conditions are favorable, 
the 'Chinook' is a frequent visitor to Montana, 
but the cold waves from the north, and th e snows 
npon the mountain ranges to the westward lower 
its temperature and it comes to us simply as a 
southwesterly wind, dry, bracing andeooL" 


It Is Better to Buy a Team. 


iBIBUNE 
Farmer Wallace, in reply to the 


suggestion that the fire company shonld hire in- 
stead of purchase a team, says: 


"\Ve as firemen have thought of hiring a team, 


but the expense of it is greater than to buy and 
keep and train for our own immediate use. No 
suitable team can be hired and kept in constant 
readiness for less than a reasonable interest on 
the value of the team and the cost of keeping. 
Then the team or driver would not be in our 
control or get-at-able at any time. Further- 
more, by the time the team became accustomed 
to an engine and tire racket the owner would 
need and call for them. So another green team 
would be hunted up. We want a good, hand- 
some tenm of horses to c keep in the engine 
house, always ready. We wish to train them 
and to feel that we own them and can control 
them as we do the other property entrusted to 
our care. The large chemical engine was espe- 
cially constructed to be drawn by horses. 
< 


Poubletrees and neckyoke straps came with and 
are attached to tha engine. I am certain that 
with a span of horses always at hand, properly 
trained, with driver well posted about his team 
and the engine, five or six firemen will take the 
engine to any part of the city and have it! work- 
ing in not to exceed ten minutes,'and in the 
central part of the city in five minutes. To do 
this will require some practice for a few trials, 
bat it certainly can be done "

WASHINGTON, yTan. 22.—Senator Cameron,

comiiittee be further instructed to report 
what discriminations tire made against exports 
from the United Statesby the tariff laws of the 
principal countries of Europe and "America, es- 
pecially France, Germany, Mexico and Brazil, 
by reason of commercial and other special 
treaties or agreements with more favored 
nations, and report thi; causes which led to such 
discrimination and what efforts if any have 
been made to remove them; and what legisla- 
tion, if any, is necessary to place the United 
States on an equal footing with the most favored 
nations. | This investigation not, however, to 
delay the committee on the first branch of the 
resolution,

Terrible nine Explosion. 


DENVER, Col., Jan. 24.— A terrible explosion 


occurred at Crested Bntte, Gunnisoi . county, at 
7 o'clock this morning, in Crested Butte coa 
mine, in which from twenty-five to if ty miners 
are believed to have been killed. Tl ie explosion 
blockaded the entrance to the mine and the full 
extent of the disaster is at present unknown. 
Tii^ mine is owned and operated by the Colorado 
Coal and Iron company, of this city, and em- 
ploys from eighty to ninety miners in the shaft. 
So far only the most meagre details have beer 
received here, but the loss of life is supposed to 
be terrible. Sixty-seven men were in the mine 
at the time. Of these eleven, who were just 
entering, were thrown back to tha entrance by 
the force of the explosion and have been res- 
cued. One of these is dead and the others are 
badly injured. Fifty-six men are yet in the 
mines and cannot be reached. They are all 
supposed to be dead. The explosion was of 
such force as to entirely wreck the engine house 
which stood 100 feet from the entrance. It is 
supposed the explosion was caused by a leak in 
the air compressor. Crested Bntte people are 
doing all possible to rescue [the miners. Two 
specials have gone np from here with ' doctors 
and others on board. 


A LATEE ACCOUNT. 


DENVER, Col., Jan. 24.— The explosion in the 


Crested Butts coal mine this morning was one 
of the most appalling that ever occurred in a 
coal mine in this country. 
Crested Bntte, 


near which the mine is located, is a coal mining 
town, thirty miles north of Gunnison City, on 
the Denver & Bio Grande railroad. The cause of 
explosion is not definitely known, but it is sup- 
posed to have been from fire damp! The explo- 
sion occurred either in chamber one or two, just 
half an hour after the day force, sixty- seven 
men, had gone to work. There were ten men 
at work in chamber four. These escaped unhurt 
except one man, John A'ngns, who vcas in the 
passage-way, just outside the 'chamber. He is 
badly burned, but will recover. Fifty-seven 
men were at work in chambers one and two. 
These are all thought to have 
perished.

to completely baricade the main entrance, 
and the appliance for supplying air, located 
near, was badly wrecked, and the roof of the 
tramway was blown off 
A large force of Colo- 


rado Coal and Iron company's miners and citi- 
zens generally are working hard all day to rescue 
the men, although it is thought that none can 
possibly escape alive. The town hall has been 
prepared for the reception of the dead as soon 
as possible. The fan was repaired and put to 
work pumping air into the mine and men were 
set to work to remove the obstructions EO as to 
reach the chambers and get the bodies out to- 
night if possible. Many of the men were mar- 
ried and leave families, many living here. At 
this hour everything is in such confusion that it 
is impossible to give details. A special train 
left Gunnison City at 2 o'clock this afternoon 
with surgeons and a large number of citizens to 
render all the aid possible. The town of Crested 
Butte is in mourning; crowds of women 
cluster about 
the entrance to the mine 


praying and wringing their ha-ads and crying 
piteonsly, presenting a scene most 'heart- 
rending. It is said that.st the time of the 
explosion there were ten kegs of black powder in 
the chambers one and two, where the men 
were working and where the explosion is sup- 
posed to have taken place. The mine has three 
miles of drifting, and so it is impossible to lo 
cate the accident definitely until ire cuing par- 
ties can gain admittance. The mine has long 
been considered dangerous by those who were 
acquainted with it. .While it .is one of the best 
producing mines in the country its operation 
has always been attended with more or less ap- 
prehension or real danger. "It is a fire-damp 
mine," said Superintendent Cameron, now in 
Denver, "and seems constantly to generate! the 
most deadly gases. They seem to generate in 
the coal or under it, and pour out of the seams 
in the walls of the tunnels and shafts. Yet the 
mine is the most perfectly ventilated in the 
world. The air is forced along the shaft by 
machinery; no less than 56,000 cubic feet of 
fresh air is forced into the mine every minute. 
This is quite sufficient to fully supply the want 
of the miners and keep the air perfectly pure 
unless some accident happens to out off or in- 
terfere with the supply. This is a greater 
amount of fresh air then is furnished to any 
other mine in the country,." Superintendent 
Cameron added: "We send the mine viewer 
through every chamber each morning before any 
of the* men are allowed to go in. ; He most have 
returned this morning 'before 
:he workmen 


started in and everything must have b en all 
right when he passed through the workings." 
John McNeil, state mine inspector!, left for the 
scene of the disaster this evening. He says he 
has no doubt that every man in the mine at the 
time of the explosion was instantly killed. At 
this hour, 10 o'clock, no bodies have been re- 
covered.

Bnrleiffh Connty, Praying for a 


New Judicial District. 


Wanted—Another Judge. 


The Bnrleigh Connty Bar Association met on 


Saturday evening and unanimously decided to 
request and recommend . the appointment of 
Geo. P. Flannery for judge of the new judicial 
district if created. The following memorial 
was presented and adopted: 
To THE HONORABLE, THE SENATE AND HOUSE OF 


REPRESENTATIVES OF THE UBETED STATES, IN 
CONGKESS ASSEMBLED. 
Xonr memorialists, the Bar Association of 


Bnrleigh county,would most respectfully present 
the following facts and statistics as reasons why 
the third judicial district of the Territory of 
Dakota, should, tbe soonest possible, be divided 
and an additional judge appointed to preside 
over such new district. 


STATISTICS. 


I. The third jndical district in 1875, the 


date of its erection: 


- 1. Area in square miles about 65,000. 


2 Estimated population 15,000. 
3. Court business limited; railroads completed 


none; incoming 
settlers few; whereby one 


judge amply sufficed to meet the then judicial 
needs of the District. 
II. The third judicial District in 1883. 


1. Area as above. 
2. Estimated population 160,000. 
3. Railroads in operation, Northern Pacific, 


Jfargo and Southwestern, Casselton and Mani- 
toba, Jamestown and Northern, and Mani- 
toba system. 


4. Terms of Court averaging two weeks each, 


are semi-annnally held in Bismarck, Jamestown, 
Grand Forks, Valley City, Pembina, LaMoure 
and Wahpeton; annually, in Mandan; while the 
sessions of the court at Fargo alone, consume 
over four months annually. Moreover, several 
new counties have made urgent appeals for the 
holding of court within their borders which re- 
quests the jiu-ge has been forced of necessity to 
refuse. 


5. The calendar for tl e term of court for the 


half year ending November, 1883, held in Bis- 
marck, discloses the following result: Civil 
causes 52; undisposed of 24; amount involved 
$212 000; criminal causes 9; divorces 5; besides 
hearing of motions, etc., which occupied one- 
fonith of the entire term. The amount involved 
in causes tried at Fargo during the same period 
is from five to seven times the amount as shown 
abovr. 


6. The prospective increase in the near future 


of legal business in the Third district promises 
to be very great, because first: Of the location 
of the State Capitol within paid district; second: 
That the largest portion of the unoccupied pub- 
lic domain available for purposes of agricnlture 
is in this district, and is being rapidly settled 
upon. 


7. In addition t<i this enormcus amount ot 


judicial labor thus imposed upon a single judge, 
and so greatly in excess of any possible per- 
formance thereof by him, as to constantly for 
weeks delay the holding of tbe various 'terms 
throughout the territory, this judge, already so 
overtasked, is required twice a year to travel 
1,600 miles to attend the holding of the terri- 
torial court in bane. 


In a word, the vast increase of population 


and business since the first formation of this 
district, together with the long distances to be 
traversed, renders the proper consideration of 
even the present volume of court business abso- 
lutely impossible by a single judge, while the 
continuance of snch a state of things with i's 
daily accumulation of untried causes, must work 
snch great harm to the whole peopleand so seri- 
ously impair the prosperity and general welfare 
of the north half of this territory, as to call for 
adequate and instant relief at the bauds of 
your honorable body. Your memorialists would 
further show as reasons why their petition 
should be speedi'y granted, the following addi- 
tional hardships: 


Counsel are often required to journey from 


600 to 1 000 miles to argue motions, etc.. in tbe 
district court. Therefore, the present sjsteir, 
by reason of the infrrquency of regular terms 
and the great distances necessary to be traveled 
in order to try causes or argne motions in courts 
e sewhere held, entails many hardships upon 
members of the bar and great expense upon 
c lients, thereby laying a heavy burden upon the 
people to meet this enhanced cost of litigation, 
besides seriously impeding the due prosecution 
o E business, by reason of the long delayed de- 
brmipation of said causes after hearing, in 
consequence of this single judge being forced to 
p ;rfbrm the labor which should rightfully be 
inpoaed upon several. 


But far greater evils than even these arise out 


o: : the necessary workings of this present system. 
\ Fitnesses held in criminal cases and unable to 
g.ve bonds have been detained long periods in 
jtil—in some instarces upwards of ten months! 
- -thus at once ernelly wro iging the individual, 
a; id increasing the burden of a needless taxation. 
. Again, persons charged with crime, often erro- 
n jously, and awaiting trial, have been confined 
upwards of a year in prison, and been thereby 
practically put in process of execution without 
trjial, by being denied that "speedy trial" which 
is their right. 


Wherefore, in view of all the promises thus, 


w t forth, your memorialists would most urgently 
pi itition your honorable body to at once cause 
said third district to be divided and one or more 
ji dgea appointed to preside therein; 


And would farther pray and recommend, the 


f< llowing division of the present district as the 
one mo t nearly equil in point of population 
ai A business, and the one most likely to sub- 
st rve the best interests of all the people in said 
di strict—to wit: "All that part of the territory 
o! Dakota north of the 46th parallel and west of 
the west side of the oonties of Harvey, Nick- 
ens, Nelson, Griegs, Barnes, Ransom and Sar- 
giint, beginning at the north, together with the 
remaining counties westward as now em braced 
within the remaining portion of the third judic- 
ial district." 


Your memorialists would yet farther pray and 


recommend, that a due regard to the proper con- 


. BC rvation of the autonomy of this territory and 
tl e dictates ot a sound public policy, require 


such judge should be chosen from within. th 
district over which he shall preside, and fro 
among snob members of the legal profession, B 
may, by reason of their learning and experience 
be deemed fit and proper persons to fill sue 
position.

The ^comments and con 
elusions which follow are well worth readinj 
In connection with the editorial the followin 
details taken from an interview in the Minne- 
apolis Evening Journal will give a very correc 
idea of the oapitol building as it now is and at 
it will be when fnllj complete. The Journa 
article is as follows: "How does that strike th 
reportorial eye for a building, pat up in a hnn 
dred days?" remarked Alexander Hughes, o 
tbe Dakota capitol building committee, at th 
Merchants' hotel last nigh', as the spokesma: 
unfolded before the vision of a Journal man a 
blue print photograph of the new territorial 
capitol at Bismarck. 
"Yes," remarked Alex. 


McKenzie, of tbe same committee, who was 
present, "and the work was done cheaper than 
any other public bnilding in the country, and 
without cost to the territory. 
The splendid 


structure is now under roof and will be com- 
pleted ready for the furniture by the 1st of June. 
That is the way we do business in Dakota's capi- 
tal. And the work is of the most substantial 
character, too." 


ME. HUGHES WENT INTO DETAIL 


in describing the character of the work. He 
said the walls were massive and were set in ad- 
amantine cement, the trimmings are of Joliet 
limestone, ond the facing,brick of the best, 
made at Sims, D T. The latter are of salmoU 
color, fine of finish and firm of substance. In 
all there are four million brick in the structure. 
The masonry is of I,he best that money ana1

Mr. Crosby, of 
Washington, who is fi.miliar with public works, 
was surprised when llr.

SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—The following bills 


were introduced: 


By Senator Lapham, to provide fa:1 the elec- 


tion of a bronze statue of Simon [Bolivar at 
Washington or New York. 


By Senator Edmunds, to amend ail act grant- 


ing aid for the con*traction of a railroad . 
giaph from the Missouri river to (he Pacific 
ocean, and to secure government line of the 
game for postal, military and other purposes, 
approved July 1, 1862, and bills amendatory 
thereof, jne of which provides for the settle- 
ment of claims of the United States and to se- 
cure to the United States the indebtedness of 
the companies to them. , 


Senator Logan introduced a bill to provide 


for the extension of the benefits of all pennons 
already granted or hereafter to be granted to 
soldiers, sailors and members of the marine 
corps who served in the late war, and npon the 
death of such persons to their widows or minor 
children, under the laws and regulations whicb 
now govern such cases, except that it shall not 
be necessary that such widows or minor children 
prove the death of such person I to be the result 
of any disability contracted in the service. 


Senator Hoar reported iavorably from the 


committee on judiciary bis bill Sortie perform- 
ance of the duties of the o Sice of president in 
caseof removal by death, ret ignation or inability 
of both the president and vice president. It 
provides fbat in such case the office shall de- 
vplve npon the member of the cabinet highest 
in rank, beginning with the secretary of state; 
provided such officer is eligible to the office 
nnder the constitution, and the person thus 
selected shall hold the office until the disability 
of the president or vice president is removed or 
a president elected. It provides also for the 
convening of congress twenty days after the 
office devolves i.n such person. 


The senate proceeded to the considers tion of 


bills on the calendar. The first to engage at- 
tention was the bill reported from the co mmittee 
on private lands, and provides the me-.hod of 
perfecting title of lands lying within tha limits 
of territory derived by the United States from 
Mexico. It provides that any person 01 corpo- 
ration claiming lands nnder such lawf n. though 
incomplete Spanish or Mexican grant, warrant, 
concession or survey, as the United States are 
bound to recognize by virtue of treaties 
aion, may petition the United States 
court for the district in. which the land 


of ces- 
district 
is situ- 


ated, setting forth the nature of the claims, and 
the court is vested with the power to hear and 
determine the matter and fix and com 
title,; The bill was made the special 
Monday next. 


The bill permitting retired army oficers to 


hold civi office ii. the territories was passed. 


The bill for the establishment of civil govern- 


ment for Alaska was taken np. It provides for 
a governor to be appointed by the president 
with powers similar to those of the governors of 
other territories; establishing courts, etc. An 
amendment was proposed in committee and 
adopted in the senate, making the laws < >f Ore- 
gon as far as applicable the laws of Alaska. 
Without reaching a conclusion on ' the lull the 
senate went into executive session and soon after 
adjourned,

A glance at the above statement will disclose 


many interesting facts. In the first place tbe 
transactions of the office cover tbe enormou 
sum of nearly two and a quarter million acres 
of land. There were 1,902 homestead and pre- 
emption entries, or what is known, as origina 
settlement entries, covering 300,081 acres. Over 
a quarter of a million acres becomes "deeded 
land," and | is added to the taxable property o 
the district. Proof of five years' residence was 
mada upon over 6,000 acres of land. 


A nu ^ber of towns have been surveyed and 


will be in market during the winter and spring 
and other towns are under contract and will be 
surveyed early the coming season. Settlers de- 
siring to obtain a speedy title to land will at 
once see the advantage of coming into a distric 
where there is so much land already surveyec 
subject to, entry. These towns coming into 
market are said to contain some of the finest 
land in North Dakota. In all probability im- 
portant changes will be made by the present 
congress in the land laws. This fact, together 
with tbe further fact that the rights of those 
who settle prior to the change in the laws wili 
be protected, will no doubt cause extensive set- 
tlement on the public lands in this district 
during tbe coming year. The railroad company 
which last year selected nearly 2,000,000 acres of 
land in the Bismarck district, has yet a right to 
select 4,000,000 or 5,000,000 acres more, and this 
land will be sold to responsible and thrifty set- 
tlers, thus making the alternate sections of gov- 
ernment land more valuable Notwithstanding 
tbe enormous transactions of the past year, the 
Bismarck land district yet contains millions oi 
acres of the most desirable agricultural and 
grazing lands, that will prove the most desirable 
of all of Uncle Sam's free homes. As shown in 
a recent article, it should be remembered that 
the Bismarck land office is the only one in Vbr 
United States where entries of coal lands were 
made during 1883. The home-seeker locating in 
the Bismarck land district gets the best land, 
good water and plenty of good coal and other 
f neL and has the advantage of being close to the 
greatest transcontinental line of railroad. These 
facts should be borne in mind by home seekers.
